TAX STATEMENTS - 
ARE IN THE MAIL 


VISALIA — Tulare County Tax 
Collector J. A. Janelli has an- 
nounced that the county tax bills 
for the 1966-67 fiscal year have 
been mailed. 

Several hundred bills are re- 
turned annually by the post office 
because of insufficient or incorrect 
addresses. Any property owner 
who fails to receive his tax bill 
by November 15, or who has ac- 
quired property since March of this 
year should contact the office for 
a copy of the tax bill. 

Approximately 78,500 tax bills 
were mailed with a total tax 
charge of approrimately $31 mil- 
lion. 

The first installment for the 
1966-67 fiscal year becomes due on 
November 1, and delinquent if not 
paid by December 10. ' 

A penalty of six percent of the 
first installment amount will be 
levied on all unpaid taxes as of 
5:00 p.m. on December 10. Pay- 
lents must be made at the Tax 
Collector’s office by 5:00 p.m. De- 
icember 10, or must be deposited in 
the mail by midnight of the same 
date to avoid the penalty.

California Farm 
Prices Mostly Steady 


SACRAMENTO—Prices received 
by California farmers as of Sep- 
tember 15 were mostly steady to 
higher one month earlier accord- 
ing to the California Crop and 
Livestock Reporting service. Best 
gains were reported for oats, hay, 
milk cows, milk and eggs, while 
significantly lower prices were 
quoted for dry beans, hogs, lambs, 
and wool. 

Mid-September prices were most- 
ly higher than a year ago. Wheat, 
oats, -barley, hay, alfalfa seed, 
grapefruit, lemons, calves, milk 
‘cows, milk, butterfat, and eggs 
were up sharply, while moderate 
gains were reported for corn, sorg- 
hum grain, hogs, beef cattle, and 
chickens. Only cotton, lambs, wool, 
and turkeys were below Septem- 
ber 15, 1965 levels.
